The sole and single purpose of this book is to point out the genealogical 
and historical value of some of the more important military records of this 
country. The records that came about as a result of military service, pensions 
and bounty land warrants, are definitely treated on a limited scale, Without 
a doubt there are additional records from military service, that have genealogi- 
cat and historical value, that will not be mentioned or treated in this study. 
The subject of military records is one of the largest catagories of records in 
our national history. 


It is quite possible that criticism will come because of what has deen 
left out of this book rather than what has been included in the book. A man in 
military servicemade a number of records other than pension records, bounty land 
warrants, muster rolls, etc. There is no doubt that the composite of all these 
many records would make a better genealogical, historical and military record 
but the scope of this book is limited to a treatise of a few of the better 
known records recognized for their genealogical and historical value. 


My sincere thanks to my friends and professional co-workers in genealogy 
in Washington, D.C. whose encouragement has made this publication possible.

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INTRODUCTION - A Page-a 


The importance of military records and their contribution to American 
genealogy cannot be over-emphasized. Experience has demonstrated that when 
-a good American family genealogy is compiled it is done by consulting many 
sources of information. No one record in America can stand alone as the one 
record for the complete identification of the individual. The individual 
can be identified completely when what he did becomes a part of his individual 
self as much as his name and family. As the personality of an individual is 
a composite thing,.so is the identity of that individual. In the past men 
have fought for God-given rights and freedom. This is our national heritage. 
The records that government agencies made as a result of their service to the 
country - is a vital part of our historical and genealogical heritage. 


In Illinois a short time ago a county recorder made the statement to me 
that his vault contained all the records that had ever been made in that county. 
This statement was true only so far as the county recorders of the past were 
concerned. Perhaps the person who made the statement was not mindful of the 
fact that as the generations of the past have come and gone from his locality 
that they had gone to church, during their residence there as well as they had 
gone to tha county court house for their legal business. | 


‘Perhaps also, the county recorder was unmindful that federal census enu- 
merators had paid decennial visits to the county and had made a record of the 
people during their visit. Also, what about the men who had left the county 
to fight for home and country? Defense of the country was a national concern 
and the nation made the records for that man while he was absent from his home 
and the county seat. Then to supplement the county and national records we 
have the records made in the home of the individual. The composite of all the 
records cannot be more than the record of just who the individual was and 
what he did. 


_ By deduction we can easily arrive at the conclusion that if one of the 
records that identifies the individual is lost or destroyed or cannot be locg- 
ted, then there is the probability that other records can be found about the 
- individual. They need not be of necessity in the town, county seat or area in 
which he had lived. 


As we will soon see military records are themselves somewhat of a ‘composite 
record because recourse to other records about the individual was necessary in 
order to establish a claim for a pension or bounty land, etc. In the files of 


- pension records and bounty land application files it is common indeed to find 


certified copies of marriage records, or the marriage certificate itself, or a 
page from the family Bible and many other unusual records that identify the 
individual in one way or another. Also, historically, the things that he did 
are found in the files also. | 


THE VALUE OF MILITARY RECORDS can be more clearly defined when we observe 
that verification and certification is required in order to qualify for the ben- 
efits, or bounties, of service. In fact, the file that seems to give the most 
information about an individual, his family, friends, military activities, res- 
idences, etc. is the record that is questioned,or disputed, for its authenticity. 
Large files, two and three folders an inch or more thick, will go into great 
detail to prove military service, fidelity or infidelity of a surviving widow, 
insanity and in one instance a total of sixty affidavits to support a claim that 
a veteran had "sore eyes" as a result of the Civil War, 
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As a more careful consideration is given to the pension and bounty land 
warrant application and declaration files it will be noted that the would-be 
beneficiary is attempting to qualify in one way or another under the provisions 
of some one particular Act of Congress. This is the essense of any one appli- 
cation. Later on the file will show other applications to qualify under another, 
.and probably a more liberal, act. Until finally the applicant, his widow or 
heirs, will qualify. . The pansion and bounty .land program of the government 
was. not a static thing but was constantly undergoing changes, revisions, amend- 
ments and liberalizations, all seemingly to the benefit of the veteran, 


Moreover, it is a fact that a wide variety of information is obtainable 
from the application files of widows and heirs of servicemen. A widow is re~ 
quired to prove her marriage to the soldier or to have affadavits from clergy- 
men who married them, or supporting testimonials from relatives or friends 
as to the marriage. . 


The same is true within the application files of the heirs of soldiers. 
Ag a result of the information contributed, family records become more complete 
and the life stories of soldiers can be added upon. It is not possible to state 
the limits of information that might be found within a pension file. In consid- 
eration of all information, it must be remembered that the OBJECT of the file 
is to authenticate the qualification of the veteran under the provisions of the 
Act. This is why, in some application files statements are found to prove that 
the veteran.is necessitous - in dire need - of federal aid. It follows that 
some of the letters and testimonials (not witnessed or sworn to) were not ac- 
ceptible to the Commissioner of Pensions as proof, nor might we accept them 
without verification. 


THE HISTORICAL VALUE of the files becomes evident when the applicant, or 
claimant, must recount his military service by naming his commanding officers, 
etc. to prove that he was in service. His service is subject to confirmation 
from government military service records, Unfortunately, many men served with- 
out regard to the small,but important, detail of being placed on a muster roll. 
Others served as scouts and spies for regiments and companies without having 
been oficially enrolled as a militia man. As a result of confirmation of mil- 
itary service there were many "rejected" pension application. However, such 
pension application will contain considerable genealogical information. 


As recounts are made by the vete-an serviceman, the history of an engage- 
ment is forever retaincd within the lives of the people who lived through it. 
Officially, the records lacked the color, drama and imagination as given to 
them by the combat soldier ~ who survived, The files remind us that wars have 
been fought, not only under arduous conditions but by troops who over-ran the 
crops of the fields, the thresholds of homes -— and left indelible memories upon 
the hearts and minds of the men Who faced the enemy, the veterans. It is a pi- 
tiful thing to read of a re-told story from a veteran who has lost his clear-cut 
memory, his discharge papers, his buddies in arms and "no one is now living who 
can confirm his battle record." 


An "abstract" of a file may give but little information,. Actually, there 
1s no substitute for a complete examination -cf the file by one who not only 


knows the information he is looking for but where he. expects to find it.

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Throughout the technical treatise of the subject of pensions and mil- 
itary service records, frequent reference will be made to the book Dees 
William Henry Glasson, published by the Oxford University Sse New York, 
1918, Carnegie Endowment © for International Peace. Dr. Glasson's explanation 
of: As more pension: 


A ante ets pension is a regular pament made by a government to one who has 
served in its armed forces, or to his widows or dependent relatives. It is a 
gratuity given to former soldiers or their relatives for reasons satisfactory 
to the government, whether as compensation for physical injuries, or to relieve 
“want, or purely as a reward. Arny pay and pensions are not matters of contract. 
No: claim for a pension can be enforced against the State. In ‘the performance 
- of. his duty, a soldier may become the victim of wounds, casualties or disease, 
but these incidents of warfare give hime no right to a pension enforceable 
against an unwilling government. 

"Pensions that have been granted to our former soldiers may be divided into 
INVALID PENSIONS: (or disability pensions) and SERVICE PENSIONS. An invalid pen- 
sion is: one granted to a soldier on account of wounds or injuries or desease con- 


-tracted in military service. A SERVICE PENSION is granted in recognition of mil- 


itary service ges a specified length of time, whether a few weeks or months or 
many years. 


In the explanations that will follow particular attention should be 
given to whether the text discussion is about PENSIONS or about MILITARY SERVICE, 
_.or:- military service pensions. It is to be remembered that the WAR DEPARTMENT 
kept its own records in its own way and wade indexes for them which covered dif- 


ferent. periods of years than did those indexes that: pertained: to pensions as such, 


While the explanations will. be made in the text, the reader should be alerted 
constantly to this fact. Service records and pension records are different not 
only in their source as a record but in their genealogical content. 


From the book, PRELIMINARY INVENTORY OF THE RECORDS OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL"S 


OFFICE, # 17, Washington: 1949, the following definitions of value in research: 
"The history and records of the RECORD AND PENSION OFFICE are closely interwiven 
with those of the ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE. Formed by a combination of a divi- 
sion of the Surgeon’ General's Office, this unit existed separately from 1889 
to 1904, when, as noted above, it was combined with the ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE, 
to form the pa ery Secretary's Office, which in 1907 became the "Adjutant Gen- 
eral's Office." The Record and Pension Office records obtained by this combina-~ 
tion now form an integral part of the records of the Adjutant General's Office 
and are described in this inventory. They are highly significant for historical 
research and for information concerning the military service of individuals who 
fought in the wars from the Revolution through the Spanish-American War." 


(Page 17) "MUSTER ROLLS, 1764-1912 - A muster roll is a list of all troups 
actually present on parade or otherwise accounted for, made on the day of muster 
or review of troops under arms in order to take account of their number, inspect 
their arms and accoutrements, and examine their condition ... There are several 
types of muster rolls, including descriptive rolls, muster-in and muster-out 
rolls({for volunteers only) and Ae regular muster-for-pay rolls for individuals, 
detatchments, companies and regiments and for field,staff and band. 
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"A regular muster-for-pay roll includes the names of the personnel of the 
organization, with names of commissioned officers and noncommissioned officers 
coming first, followed by names of privates in alphabetical order; the date and 
place of joining service; by whom enrolled. and for what period; the date of 
muster into service; the date of last pay and for what period, together with the 
amount received and remarks... which include absentees, desertions and deaths. 
Muster and descriptive rolls give additional information, including place of 
birth; age at date of muster; previous occupation; color of hair, eyes and com- 
plexion; bounty paid and amounts due and ... remarks. 


Perhaps additional explanation is needed to distinguish between MILITARY 
SERVICE RECORD and PENSION records. From the National Archives and Records Service 
publication, "Compiled Military Service Records in the National Archives" pub- 
lication # 63-3, we have the following: 


Description of the records - a compiled military service record is kept an 
& jacket envelope filed with those for other soldiers who fought in the same war 
and regiment or similar unit. The record consists of (1) one or more card ab- 
stracts of entries relating to the soldier as found in original rolls, returns, 
registers or other records; (2) sometimes documents ... pertaining solely to 
the particular soldier. The card abstracts of service - if complete - may serve 
to trace that service from beginning to end, but normally to little more than 
account for where he was at a given time." The only information of genealogical 
interest that they are likely to give is his age and place of enlistment. 
Note: Historically these cards serve the purpose of the history of campaigns. 


The contents of pension files ag such, are commented upon in several places 
in this book, examples from the various wars are siven, “ete, 
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Other than pensions, bounty land records probably give more information 
than any other type of record that arises from military service. At the Na- 
tional Archives there is.a general index to bounty lands, and while some of the 
bounty land files have been included in the pension files, this index should 
still-be consulted for the probability of records arising from military service. 


To more adequately describe the provisions of the various Bounty Land Acts 
the. following information is taken from the book, ARMY AND NAVY PENSION LAWS, 
AND BOUNTY LAND LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, including sundry resolutions of Con- 
gress from 1776 to 1854 inclusive. Cuspiled by Robert Mayo, M.D. and Ferdinand 
Moulton, Counsellor at Law, II ed.,Baltimore, Lucas Bros. 1854.

The records of our wars have spanned one hundred and eighty-six years, al- 
most two centuries, and it is to be expected that the nature of records changed 
just as much as the methods of making war have changed. Also, the vocabulary of 
a hundred and eighty-six years ago is not the same as it is today. Thus it is 
necessary to review the acts for pensions and bounty lands as well as provide 
a short glossary of military terms in the appendix of this book. The need for 
this study became apparent when the historical and genealogical value of the

_I Dates and names of Wars 


King William's War - 1690 to 1697 - between England and France. 

Queen Anne's War -~ 1702-1713.

In refusing, the French 
build the Fort Duquesne on the present site of Pittsburg, considered then to be 
the key to the Ohio Valley. 


In 1755 General Braddock arrived in America with an army of British regulars. 
In 1759 the Battle of Quebec was fought. This was the defeat of the French gen- 
eral Montcalm by the British pea Wolfe. This battle decided the ultimate 


fate of New France in America. Although the French and Indian War (between Great 


Britain and France) started in 1754 in American the British formally declared 

war on France the 18 May 1756. This war was fought both in America and Europe. 

In Europe it was known as the "Seven Years War", The war ended in 1763 by the 

signing of the Peace of Paris. In the peace treaty of 1763. France surrended to 

Great Britain all of her possessions on this continent, cast of the Mississippi 
River ,- except the City of New Orleans.

It 
aimed to encourage enlistment in the Revolutionary Army."

Among these States are North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Georgia and pos- 
sibly others, 


It is not known to the author the extent and availability of the records 
of colonial militia or mercenaries as made and maintained by the British Govern- 
ment. There is at least one publication of British records not available in 
our original archives here in America, There might be others available in Eng- 
land or in State archives in this country.

WAR RECORDS 


Throughout this book will be found reproductions of actual file records 
from the National Archives. They. are reproduced herein so that an individual 
might see. the nature of the records, that they are for the most part ina 
manuscript form and, more important, the information that they contain. Notice 
in particular that in any widow's application, or declaration, for bounty land 
. or for pension benefits that she must prove her marriage to the soldier, her 
‘husband. To the genealogist note in particular that the PLACE of marriage is 
given and if there is not a sworn statement by the county clerk of the county 
where the marriage took ‘then affadavits must accompany the application to 
certify to the marriage. . Under the reproduced copies of records for the section 
pertaining to the War of 1812, notice the full page os instruction to.one Mary 
Pugh, widow of Daniel Pugh, and what she must do or comply with in order to es- 
tablish her proof of marriage. 


. In other of these reproduced documents, especially the later ones, the 
veteran is required to list the places of residence since his military duty. 
Also, in the later documents note particularly that the widow will give her 


"’ maiden name. These are just a few of the salient and valuable parts of these 


declarations and applications for bounties from military service. 


Just as an exemple, or sample, of the papers that might be found in a file 
I have taken the following list. from the file of the pensioner Frederick Shaver, 
# S.(soldier) 32, 517. All files do not have. so many papers but notice here~be- 
low the tid-bits of genealogical information that can be found in the complete 
file.

been made for. the regular army by the Act of 1802 ... before the Civil War 
pensions had been granted for life to all surviving War of .1812 widows whose 
husbands. had. died as a result of wounds received, or of disability incurred, 
in service. 


"Service pensions on account of the War of 1812 were not granted until 
1871 for all sailors and soldiers who had served 60 days and were honorably 
discharged. Applicants were required to have been loyal during the Civil War 
and to.take an oath to support the Constitution. oe. the Act of 1878 abol- 
ished the. pany taencne of loyalty during the Civil War, . 


, "The last surviving pensioned soldier of the War of 1812 was Hiram Cronk 
of Ava, Oneida County, N.Y. He died on May 13,1905 at the age of 105 years. 
On June 30, 1916 more than a century after the close of the War of ‘idle, 15 

Widows remained on the pension roll. 


Among the National Archives Microfilm publications is pamphlet if 313 
(an explanation) of the INDEX TO WAR OF 1812 PENSION APPLICATION FILES. This 
pamphlet lists the roll numbers (for microfilm) for the alphabet A-Z, rolls 
#1-102. The following is the Preface to this publication of roll numbers and 
it is reproduced here as a matter of information in general although it is an 
: explanation of the microfilm.index .itself. 


ads "Reproducéd on the 102 rolls of this microfilm publication are the faces 
of the envelopés containing War of 1812 pension application files. On the face 
of each envelope are the name of the veteran, the pension claim or file numbers, 
and other identifying information. In addition there are cross-reférence cards 
for veterans! names that appear under more than one spelling and for names of 
substitutes who served for another soldier. Since the envelopes and cards are 


- arranged alphabetically by name of veteran, this microfilm serves as an index 


to the records. 


10 Period of the War of 1812, continued. 


"The pension application files for the War of 1812 are one of several 
series of records in the National Archives relating to applications for or 
benefits granted to veterans who rendered military or naval service, or to 
their survivors. Following the precedent set for Revolutionary War veterans, 
Congress authorized pensions for those who served in the War of 1812, Congress 
also passed laws that authorized the granting of warrants for land to those 
who had served in the War of 1812 and other early wars. 


"The pension application files in the War of 1812 series relate to claims 
based on service rendered between 1812 and 1815. Most of the applications 
were filed under the acts of February 14,1871 (16 Stat.411) and March 9,1878 
(20 Stat.27). These were the first acts granted pensions to War of 1812 vet- 
erans and their surviving widows on the basis of service alone. Earlier acts 
had provided benefits only for service-connected death or disability. The 
Act of 1871 granted pensions to surviving soldiers and sailors who had served 
60 days in the War of 1812 and had been honorably discharged, or to those who 
had been personally named in any resolution by Congress for specific service 
of less than 60 days. The widows of such soldiers and sailors were eligible 
for pension provided the marriage had taken place before the treaty of peach 
was ratified on February 17, 1815. The act of 1878 provided pensions for 
surviving soldiers and sailors of the War of 1812 who had served for 14 days 
Or in any engagement and had been honorably discharged and for their surviving 
widows. It made no proviso regarding the date of marriage, 


"All pensions granted to veterans of the War of 1812 and their surviving 
‘dependents before 1871 were based exclusively on service-connéected death or 
disability. The pension provisions already in existence for veterans of the 
regular and volunteer. forces were applied to veterans of the War of 1812 and 
to their surviving dependents by acts of January 29,1812 (2 Stat.794).. and 
April 16,1816 (3 Stat.285) Other similar or supplementary acts’ providing ben- 
efits on account of death or disability were passed by Congress between 1813 
and 1871. 


"If a veteran applied for a pension based on service in War of 1812, his 
file generally contains, in addition to his name, such information as his age, 
place of residence, and service data including dates, places of enlistment and 
discharge, organization and rank. In addition there are reports by the Adju- 
tant General and the 3rd and 4th Auditors of the Treasury verifying the mil- 
itary or navel service of the veterar. Similzr information is contained in the 
widow's application file, which also generally shows the widow's age and maiden 
nane, the date and place of marriage, and the date and place of the veteran's 
death, The file will contain all pension applications that were based on the 
service of the same veteran in the War of 1812. For example, if both applied 
for benefits, it will contain the application of the widow as well as of the 
veteran. Some of the bounty-land warrant applications files, which contain 
Similar information, have been consolidated with the pension files. 


"The amount of information shown on the envelope varies considerably. On 
each envelope are the name of the veteran, the name of the widow if she applied 
the pension claim or file number or numbers, and some indication either of the 
type of service or of the organization in which the veteran served. Many of 
the envelopes also give certain personal identifying data about the veteran 
and/or his widow, Information given in the upper right-hand corner of some en- 
velopes relates to applications for bounty land. A file, however may contain 
bounty-land applications even though there is no such indication on the envelope.

"There are related files in other record groups in the National Archives. 
In record group 94, Records of the Office of the Adjutant General, are con- 
piled service records of volunteer soldiers and also records relating to sol- 
diers who served in the Regular Army. Records relating to naval and marine 
service during the War of 1812 are included in Record Group 45, Naval Records 
Gollection of the Office of Naval Records and Library, and Record Group 127, 
Records of the United States Marine Corps. The original warrants issued to 
veterans under the military bounty-land warrant acts are in Record Group 49,

Source: FEDERAL MILITARY PENSIONS IN THE UNITED STATES, by William Henry 
Gre eden, Ph.D, Oxford University Press, N.Y. i918, page 114, as follows: 


"Many of these armed conflicts with hostile Indian tribes have been of 
. sufficient importance to be termed wars. It has been the custom of Congress 
to extend the benefits. of existing pension laws to soldiers disabled on such 
oe and also to the widows and orphans of the slain. : 

" ¥..an. early renee of such provisions for those engaged in fighting: 
hostile Indians was the Act of 1812 for the relief of officers and soldiers 
who served in General Harrisons campaign on the Wabash, the victors of the 
Battle of Tippecanoe. From that time down to the Civil War the benefits of 
the invalid-pension laws were frequently extended to those engaged in putting 
down Indian insurrections in Florida, Illinois, Wisconsin and other States. 


"Service-pensions were not. granted on account of the Indian Wars until 
the Pere eS of the Act of July 27,1892. This measure was for the benefit - of 
those "who served for. 30 days in the Black Hawk War, the Creek War, the Cher- 
okee disturbances or the Florida War with the Sones Indians between 1832- 
1842 and were honorably discharged. 


; NAn. ‘Act of June 27, 1902 extended the benefits of the above law ‘40 the 
ogurviving officers and enlisted men who served thirty days or more under the 
U.S. Military, State, Territorial or Provincial authorities in a considerable 
number of Indian Wars fought between 1817 and 1858.

To acquaint the researcher with the general nature of the files for this 
war, examples of the first page only of three files are given. Note that pages, 
or examples, jf2 and #3 ape for the husband (in his lifetine) and the widow's 
application after his death. Note also that Richard Presley states where he 
has lived since leaving the service. Here it states State only but commonly it 
names city and county of former residence. 


Example +1 is of particular interest to the author inasmuch as it is the 
first page of the Indian War application of his grandfather. Later this ap- 
plication was "rejected" because he could not prove that he was in this war. 
The applicant explains to the Commissioner of Pensions that,at the time, the 
soldiers in the local militia were more interested in defending their homes and 
families than they were in being placed on the muster roll of the militia. He

CHAPTER V 1, 
THE PERIOD OF THE MEXICAN WAR 


Mexican War: 25 April 1846 to 2 February 1848, The annexation of Texas 
was equivalent to a declaration of war against the Mexican Republic. In the 
treaty that was signed, not only did our government gain the disputed area on 

_the Rio Grande and Nueces Rivers, but also the vast Mexican Cession which in- 
cluded the present day California, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, Utah and 

‘parts of Colorado and Wyoming. In return Mexico was paid $15,000,000 and some 
$3,000,000 of her debts were assumed by the United States.

Z "When the war broke out in 1846 between Mexico and the United States, an 

Act of May 13,1846 authorized the President to raise volunteers for the prose- 
cution of the war. A section of this act promised to the volunteers, who should 
be wounded, or otherwise disabled in the services, benefit of the same pension 
provisions as were in force for regular troops. ... in 1858 the half-pay . of 
widows was extended for life and of orphans until they reached the age of 16 
years. At the time of the Civil War invalid pensions were granted for service 
in the Mexican War on the same basis as for service in the War of 1812 and the 
Indian Wars. 

"... the advocates of service-pensions on account of the Mexican War fin- 
ally achieved success in the passage of the. Act of January 29,1887. This law 
applied to persons who being duly enlisted actually served 60 days with the 
army or navy of the United States in Mexico, or on the coasts or frontiers 
thereof, or in route thereto, in the war withthat nation, or were actually en- 
gaged in said war and were honorably discharged, and to such other officers 
and soldiers or sailors as may have been personally named in any resolution 
of Congress for any specific services in said war, and the surviving widows 
of such officers and enlisted men. 


"Survivors of the War with Mexico were granted age and. service pensions 
by the Act of Feb. 6,1907. The length of service required was 60 days with 
an honorable discharge."

‘By correspondence the records are available through the instructions given 
on pages "c" and "d" of this book and the subsequent use of the form NA-288. 


At the National Archives the records are available in the Microfilm Reading 
Room, Second Floor. The Record Group 415 is for the pensions of this war, that 
were filed between the years 1887 to 1926.- These two statenens pertain to the 
indexes only. After the proper file numbers have been secured,the records are 
available through the Reference Desk, Central Search Room. ° 


The above index to Mexican War pensions includes also the pensions for the 
so-called"Mormon Battalion". The service records of this battalion are available 
on microfilm but the pension files have not been microfilmed. However, an index 
to the. service and pension records of this battalion will be published by Mrs, 
June B, (Florian) Thayn of 2708 Cheverly Avenue, Cheverly, Maryland. The index 
is-expected to be ready-for purchase about August 1st,1963.

CHAPTER VI 107

" Civil War (War of the Rebellion) started 12 April 1861 at Charleston 
Harbor, Fort Sumter, Virginia. On 9 April 1865 the Confederate Commander Lee 
surrenered to General Grant. Union States: Main,Vermont,New Hampshire,Mass- 
achusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island,New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 

Ohio, Indiana,Michigan, Illinois, Iowa,Wisconsisn, Minnesota, Gree ont California, 
Kansas. Confederate States: aceon North Carolina, Siotth Carolina,Georgia, 
Florida, Tennessee, Alabama,Mississippi,Arkansas,Louisiana,Texas. Border Statee 
not seceding: Delaware, Maryland,Mi:souri, Kentucky. Western Virginia  sep- 
arated from Virginia in 1861 and was admitted to the Union as a State in 1863."

"It provides pensions for soldiers who had incurred permar. nt bodily 
injury or disability in military service after March 4, 1861. The claimant must 
show that his disability was incurred as a direct consequence of the performance 
‘of his military duty. This system also provides for the widows, children and 
‘other dependenct relatives of soldiers who died in actual military service, 
or, after the close of hostilities,from cduses which can be directly traced 
to injuries received or disease contracted while in military service. 

™,.. another system of pensions was inaugurated in 1890 for the benefit 
of the veterans of Civil War and their dependent relatives. 


" .. in many ways the pension law of 1862 was epoch making. Mothers and 
orphan sisters had never before been provided for in our national legislation. 


"The Act of July 14, 1862 provided ... if a deceased soldier left neither 
widow or child, certain other dependent relatives were eligible in succession 
to receive the pension of $8.00 per month. The order of precedence was ...» 
first mothers; second fathers; third orphan brothers or sisters under 16 years 
of age who were to be pensioned “jointly if there were more than one. 

",.. a widow who had lost her pension by reason of remarriage may even 
be restored to the pension roll when she again becomes a widow."
